REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a medical article comprising an antimicrobial region which 
comprises microparticles dispersed within a latex polymer, with said microparticles 
comprising a core and an encapsulating layer surrounding said core. The closest prior 
art is that of Unemura wherein the antimicrobial material is dissolved in the aqueous 
phase. Further, the patent to Trogolo teaches away form the use of latex in with respect 
to its processing in relation to antimicrobial function. As such, the instant claims are 
allowable over the prior art.
